“FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  Regula¬ 
tions  Governing  the  Installation  of  Fire-alarm 
Systems,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1574,  ap¬ 
proved  December  22nd,  1931,  be  repealed: 

And  that,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  24 
and  46  of  the  “Fire  Marshal  Act,”  chapter  124  of 
the  “Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,” 
the  following  regulations,  to  be  known  as  the 
“  Regulations  Governing  the  Installation  of  Fire- 
alarm  Systems  in  Hotels  and  Public  Buildings,”  be 
made: — 

Regulations  Governing  the  Installation 
of  Fire-alarm  Systems  in  Hotels 
and  Public  Buildings 

1.  in  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“Approved”  means  approved  by  the  Fire  Mar¬ 
shal  or  of  a  standard  approved  by  the  Fire 
Marshal: 

“  Fire-alarm  system  ”  means  all  equipment  used 
in  connection  with  a  fire-alarm  system,  such 
as  batteries,  alarm-gongs,  horns,  buzzers, 
switches,  wiring,  relay  apparatus,  and  other 
accessories  used  in  connection  therewith: 

“Hotel”  includes  apartment-house,  boarding¬ 
house,  lodging-house,  club,  and  any  building 
where  lodging  is  provided,  other  than  a 
private  dwelling-house: 

“Officer”  means  the  Fire  Marshal,  or  any  person 
on  the  staff  of  the  Fire  Marshal’s  office,  or 
any  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
constituted  or  appointed  under  section  6  of 
the  “Fire  Marshal  Act,”  or  any  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  a  Municipal  Council  to  exercise 
the  powers  vested  in  an  officer  under  these 
regulations: 

“Public  building”  includes  warehouse,  store, 
mill,  school,  hospital,  theatre,  public  hall, 
office  building,  and  any  building  other  than 
a  private  dwelling-house,  and  also  includes 
a  factory  within  the  meaning  of  the  “Fac¬ 
tories  Act.” 

2.  (1)  Every  owner  or  occupier  of  a  hotel  or 
public  building  which  is  required  under  Part  II  of 
the  “Fire  Marshal  Act”  to  have  a  fire-escape  shall 
provide  therein  a  fire  alarm  system. 

(2)  Where  the  Fire  Marshal  deems  it  advisable 
that  a  hotel  or  public  building  less  than  two  stories 
in  height  should  be  provided  with  a  fire-alarm 
system,  he  may  in  writing  order  the  owner  or 
occupier  to  provide  a  fire-alarm  system. 

3.  All  fire-alarm  systems  shall  be  kept  in  good 
repair  and  working-order. 

4.  (1)  In  hotels,  stores,  and  schools,  the  fire- 
alarm  system  shall  consist  of  electric  alarm-gongs 
of  10  inches  in  diameter,  switches  and  batteries  of 
not  less  than  12  volts  having  adequate  current 
capacity  to  properly  operate  the  fire-alarm  devices. 

(2)  In  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  the  fire-alarm 
system  shall  be  installed  to  the  satisfaction  of  an 
officer  and  shall  consist  of  indicating  devices, 
switches,  and  batteries  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
operate  the  fire-alarm  equipment  at  its  rated  volt¬ 
age.  Alarm-gongs  of  10  inches  in  diameter  or 
other  approved  indicating  devices  shall  be  installed 
in  the  nurses’  home  or  quarters,  staff  quarters, 
engineer’s  office,  and  in  such  other  places  as  are 
considered  advisable  by  the  Fire  Marshal.

“MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT" 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  au¬ 
thority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,” 
and  clause  (;)  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regulations 
made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-mentioned  electri¬ 
cal  signalling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to  the 
following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicles. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  by  Order 
in  Council  No.  538,  approved  on  the  4th  day  of 
March,  1952,  a  regulation  was  made,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Insurance  Act,”  being 
chapter  164  of  the  “Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948 

And  to  order  that  the  regulation  made  as  afore¬ 
said  be  amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  the 
definition  of  the  term  “Credit  insurance,”  the  fol¬ 
lowing: — 

“Disability. — ‘Disability  insurance’  means  insur¬ 
ance  undertaken  by  an  insurer  as  part  of  a  life 
insurance  contract  whereby  the  terms  of  the  policy 
provide  for  the  duration  of  such  insurance  for  more 
than  one  year  and  for  the  payment  of  insurance- 
money  or  the  granting  of  benefits  in  the  event  that 
the  insured  becomes  disabled  as  a  result  of  bodily 
injury  or  disease. 

“Double  indemnity.  —  ‘Double-indemnity  insur¬ 
ance’  means  insurance  undertaken  by  an  insurer 
as  part  of  a  life  insurance  contract  whereby  the 
terms  of  the  policy  provide  for  the  duration  of  such 
insurance  for  more  than  one  year  and  for  payment 
only  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  insured  by 
accident  of  an  additional  amount  of  insurance- 
money  not  exceeding  the  amount  payable  in  the 
event  of  death  from  other  causes.”

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
